team - was the high individual in 
the state, and a Porterville FFA 
team took top state honors in 
the farm power contest.

This Is The Way One Man Found 
The Situation At Wounded Knee 


By Bill Rodgers 


“We drove up and stopped 
beside an armored personnel 
carrier parked beside the road, 
about two miles outside 
Wounded Knee. There was no 
blockade, no signs. 

“Immediately United States 
marshals in blue jump suits 
swarmed out of the carrier and 
out of the woods bordering the 
road. We were placed under 
arrest.” 


This is the beginning of the 
story told by Othel Pearson, a 
member of the Porterville 
college faculty, a former athlete 
at Porterville college, and a 
member of the Nez Perce tribe 
of Indians. 

Two students in one of his 


Porterville college classes were 
with him, Lou Pahdohomy, of 
Commanche heritage, and Craig 
Camp, of Ponca heritage. Fourth 
member of the group was John 
Leaman, formerly on the 
Porterville college faculty but 
now of Napa; they were 
travelling in Leaman’s car. 


‘““We were searched, then 
detained to wait for arrival of 
FBI agents. These agerits, all of 
them young and nervous, 
handcuffed our hands behind 
our back with plastic cuffs that 
tighten with any movement; we 
were taken to Pine Ridge where 
we were jailed. We were not 
charged, we were given no 
opportunity to talk to a lawyer 
or make a phone call. We

remained in jail from Friday 
until Sunday before we saw an 


The Porterville group left last 
Thursday, March 8, to see what 
was actually happening at 
Wounded Knee, South Dakota, 
where Indians associated with 
- the American Indian Movement 
had taken over the historic site 
and where a‘confrontation had 
developed between these Indian 
and federal authorities. (The 
- story of Wounded Knee and 
AIM is being carried in detail: by 
_ the daily news media.) 

In Porcupine, South Dakota, 
Pearson checked at an Indian 
Community center. He was told 
that a settlement had been 
reached at Wounded Knee and 
that roads were open, with free 
access in and out. This was 
Friday noon. 


“At the Pine Ridge jail we 
were separated. I was taken into 
a room for questioning. An FBI 
agent with an M-16 slung over 
his shoulder grabbed my coat 
lapels and shoved me across the 
room. I told him who I was. I 
told him that Craig Camp was a 
brother of Carter Camp, one of 
the AIM leaders. I said we had 
come to Wounded Knee because 
we believed that there had been 
a negotiated settlement. _ 

“I was put in a jail cell. There 
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were 12 of usin the cell that had 
only five bunks. We were not fed 
until the next afternoon, our 
personal belongings were taken. 
When my wallet was returned I 
asked the jailer where my money 
was. He just smiled and said, 
what money.” 


Saturday afternoon the 
Porterville men were moved by 
bus to the jail in Rapid City, 
along with a number of others, 
including four young women 
VISTA workers, who had been 
in Wounded Knee for a year but 
who were arrested as they 


. attempted to walk out of town, 


and an older woman instructor 
from the University of Colorado. 


“On the bus we were all cuffed, 
hands and feet, including the 
women. FBI agents were in 
charge, but they were older men, 
courteous and professional in 
their actions. The Rapid City jail: 
was clean; there was only one of 
us to a cell; we were fed very 
well.” 


Saturday night a group of 
AIM lawyers, appointed by the 
Federal court, arrived to 
interview and represent the 
people under arrest. 


“In federal court on Sunday I 
was given a three-page list of 
charges - blanket charges that 
covered just about everything. 
Upon request of an attorney the 
judge struck two of the charges,

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assault on a federal officer and 
conspiracy. 

“T believe remaining charges 
included interference with a 
federal officer during a civil 
disturbance and having weapons 
in possession. I did have my 
hunting rifle, unloaded, locked 
in the car trunk and I carry a 
pocket knife that was given to 
me by my grandfather. The 
attorney said don’t talk, just sign 
and leave, Probably all charges 
will be dropped: 

“Actually, I really don’t 
know what charges, if any, are 
still pending against me. I have 
received no information from 
the court. I have no idea 
whether I will receive a 
summons from a federal grand 
jury.” 


All four of the Porterville 
men were released by the court, 
with the provision that they not 
return to Wounded Knee, that 
they not associate with more 
than two people if Wounded 
Knee is being discussed, that 
they have no fire arms in their 
possession until charges are 
settled or dropped. 

Camp and Pahdohomy were 
given court permission to go 
back into Wounded Knee to get 
the car, which had _ been 
impounded but which they 
could not locate. Pahdohomy 
came out, Camp stayed in 
Wounded Knee. 

Pearson was given money by 
an AIM attorney to fly home, 
which he did. 

So what is Pearson’s reaction? 


“Tam dissolutioned about the 
FBI, the young agents. One of 
them riding in the front seat 
kept his gun on us, in the back 
seat, as we were being taken to 
Pine Ridge, even though we were 
handcuffed with our hands 
behind our back. He amused 
himself by aiming the gun at us 
as if he might pull the trigger. 

“I was pushed around by the 
young agents, although never 
actually hit. They were afraid; 
there was more gun fire around 
Wounded Knee than the press 
has reported; things were badly 
disorganized. The older FBI 
agents handled the situation 
much better than the young

men; they talked to us; they 
were more mature. 

“As of now, I don’t know 
what happened to the car; I 
doubt that I get my rifle, knife 
or a tape recorder back; of 
course I will never get the 
money that was taken from my 
wallet. Really, I don’t care if I 
never see Wounded Knee again, 
certainly not under the 
conditions that I did see it. 

“I am not associated with 
AIM; I did nothing that I would 
consider illegal; we did not try 
to run past the armored car, we 
voluntarily stopped to ask 
questions.” 


Pearson admits that it is easy 
to feel bitter about his 
experience. 


“I suppose I can basically be 
called a conservative. I have 
always been on the side of law 
officers. I had never before 
received even a traffic ticket. 
Maybe that’s why this 
experience shook me. 

“I agree with some of the 
objectives of AIM but not with 
others. Maybe I shouldn’t have 
been in Wounded Knee in the 
first place, but then why not? I 
guess I have to think it all over, I 
guess I have to get things back 
into perspective.”

VEE Is Still A Threat To Horses; 


Owners Should Contact Veterinarian 


SACRAMENTO — State 
Agriculture Director C.B. 
Christensen has urged’ all owners 
of horses and ponies to make 
sure that animals under their 
care have been vaccinated 
against Venezuelan equine 
encephalomyelitis - or “sleeping 
sickness” as it is sometimes 
called - as it is still a potential 
threat to California’s horse and 
mule population. 

VEE is caused by a virus, and 
is usually spread by mosquitoes 
and other biting insects from 
horse to horse and to other 
animals and humans. 

Dr. P.L. Smith, Chief of the 
Department’s Bureau. of Animal 
Health, stated that those animals 
not immunized during or 
subsequent to the 1971 
emergency vaccination program 
should be vaccinated now. All 
foals that were less than six 
months old when vaccinated 
should be re-vaccinated.” 

Although re-vaccination is 
not a State requirement if the 
animal was over six months of 
age at the time of the original 
vaccination, it may be advisable. 
Owners should check with their 
veterinarian. 

“The immunity period is still 
being studied, and when 
researchers have made further 
determinations, the information 
will be made available to horse

owners,” Dr. Smith said. 

He further urged horsemen to 
contact their veterinarians 
regarding vaccination not only 
against this form of 
encephalomyelitis, but Eastern 
and Western strains as well.
